AT CLEVELAND, 0.

Four Are Still M issing, and W ill Prob­ 
ably Be Di scovered in the W reck— 
Agonizing Seenes as the Dead Are 
Brought to V iew — Search K ept Up 
All Night. 


Cleveland, Ohio, Nov. 18—The peo­ 
ple of this city are appalled when they 
realize the full horror of the accident 
w hich occurred Saturday evening on 
th e big Central viaduct. 
It was the 
w orst disaster th at ever happened in 
th is city, and the story of how 
the 
m otor car, loaded with men, women and 
children, had plunged through the open 
draw straight down a hundred feet in­ 
to the river was told over and 
over 
again. 
Thousands of people rem ained 
by the river banks all last night, and 
thousands more were there early in the 
m orning. The first reports of the dis­ 
aster have been verified in every par­ 
ticular, w ith the possible exception of 
the num ber of victim s, which is a trifle 
sm aller than at first supposed. 
The 
work of rescuing the bodies has gone 
on steadily since 9 o’clock Saturday ev­ 
ening, and it is now believed th at noth­ 
ing more can be done until the last bit 
of the wreckage of the car has been 
removed from the river.

T he num ber of victim s was increased 
to fifteen by the discovery of two more 
bodies in the river. 
All of the dead 
have been identified. 
Four persons, 
who were supposed to have been on the 
ill-fated car, are still missing, and there 
seem s no doubt th a t their bodies will 
be taken from th e bottom of the river 
w hen the heavy iron trucks 
o f the 
wrecked motor are raised. 
The scenes about the river late S atur­ 
day night w hile the work of rescue was 
being prosecuted were pathetic in the 
extrem e. 
The thousands of people who 
had 
assembled 
waited 
w ith 
bated 
breath for the discovery of bodies. 
It 
was a sad crowd, and out of respect for 
th e unfortunate dead but very little 
noise was made. 
Occasionally the wild 
scream of some frantic woman who be­ 
lieved some one dear to her was among 
the unfortunate ones would echo over 
the flats, only to be taken up a t a dis 
tance by some other 
woman 
whose 
h eart was breaking over her loss. 
It 
w as alm ost impossible to get to th e 
river. 
Patrol wagons dashed this way 
and that, their bells clanging, adding to 
the din and confusion. 
Ambulances 
dashed up to the scene, only to turn and 
drive away again, carrying the rem ains 
of other unfortunates. 
It was alm ost 
Impossible to work with any system. 
T he crowd pushed its way as near the 
scene as possible, and the effects of the 
large force of police to m aintain order 
w ere alm ost in vain. 
It was with great 
difficulty th at a body, when recovered, 
w as taken to one of the dead wagons 
F our bodies were found alm ost at the 
sam e time. 
They were 
placed 
on 
stretchers, and the solemn march to the 
am bulances started. 
As the bodies were passed from the 
fireboat to the willing hands on shore, 
a n aisle was made 
and the 
bodies 
passed along. 
Every few 
feet some 
wom an would step out from the crowd, 
peer into the 
face of a 
body as it 
passed, and “It’s not him, thank God,” 
she would say. And so the procession 
moved on. 
All the tim e the search was going on, 
cars kept running over 
the 
viaduct 
Both rails from the west to the east 
approach of the bridge were 
blocked 
with people. 
In 
the 
center of the 
bridge men, women ana children went 
th is way and that, scream ing, jostling 
each other, women tearing their hair 
and calling upon God to 
save their 
dear ones. 
W omen fainted and were 
tram pled on by the mad, rushing and 
insane crowd. 
It was 
impossible to 
keep any kind of order and the effort 
was finally abandoned. 
It was a crowd with a common grief. 
Not one of the 
m ultitude but knew 
th at perhaps a brother, mother, father, 


j or sister was at the moment lying cold 
j in death at the bottom of 
the river. 
Everybody tried to sym pathize with 
everybody else, and, as a result, it was 
hard to distinguish any one. 
From the dizzy heights the thousands 
of people who occupied positions on the 
bridge itself watched the proceedings 
below'. 
Their view was unobstructed 
and they saw everything 
th a t 
took 
place. The second a body was brought 
to th e surface, those on the bridge re­ 
ported to those in the center of the 
bridge, and then a rush to the rail 
was made by the excited crowds. 
The diver succeeded last evening in 
fastening a chain to the trucks of the 
motor, and they were raised from the 
river. The bed of the stream was then 
dragged, but no more bodies were 
found. 
Two persons are still missing, 
however, and it is probable their bodies 
have floated down the river. The search 
was given up last night and all the 
wreckage removed fronji the scene of 
the accident. A rrangem ents have been 
made for the funerals of the victim s, 
nearly all of which will occur Tuesday. 
The people on the South Side, wherer 
most of the victim s lived, suffered the 
greatest shock. Yesterday the regular 
services a t Pilgrim 
Congregational 
church, the largest in th a t section of 
the city, were abandoned, and the re­ 
m arks of the pastor were devoted to the 
calam ity. 
In the afternoon a largely 
attended m eeting <ff citizens were held 
a t the same church, a t which resolu­ 
tions were adopted, expressing 
sym­ 
pathy w ith th e fam ilies of the victim s 
and calling upon the city council to take 
im m ediate steps to guard against ac­ 
cidents on all the city bridges.

The board of w alking delegates of the 
building trades, which controls 60.000 
building workmen, has pledged its as­ 
sistance to the housesmiths, and will 
order sym pathetic strikes on the big 
buildings in the City where iron work is 
being put 
in. 
M eantime the State 
Board of A rbitrators and 
M ediators 
has made very effort to settle the dif­ 
ferences existing w ithout avail. It will 
meet a t the M urray Hill Hotel today for 
further consultation w ith the beard of 
w alking delegates. 


Great Britain Not in Favor of a Naval 
Demonstration or Any Other Move­ 
ment That Would Tend to Coerce 
the 
Turkish 
Government—Think 
Peacable Plan W ill W in. 


London, Nov. 18.—Sir Philip Currie; 
British am bassador to Turkey, who has­ 
been in England during the last month- 
in consultation with Lord Salisbury in 
reference to the troubles between the 
Turks and 
Armenians, 
started 
this 
m orning for Constantinople, via Vien­ 
na. His journey back to Turkey will 
he made as quickly as possible, and he 
will resume his post a t Constantinople 
w ithout loss of time. 
It is evident th a t im portant decisions 
have been arrived at regarding E ast­ 
ern affairs, since the Morning Post pub­ 
lishes an article, evidently inspired by 
the foreign office. 
The article is un­ 
derstood to indicate th at 
the prim e 
m inister has decided th a t the utm ost 
effort m ust be made to m aintain the 
integrity of the T urkish empire, there­ 
fore, efforts m ust, in the first place, be 
directed to restoring order in the dis­ 
turbed districts. Continuing, the a rti­ 
cle says: “For the moment all thought 
of coercing the sultan should be laid 
aside. 
He has already given evidence 
of a desire to introduce reforms. 
It 
cannot be doubted th at he will defer to 
the wishes of the powers as soon as 
circum stances perm it him to do so. It 
is difficult to apportion the blame justly 
between the Turks and the Christians. 
It is believed on good authority th at 
the disorders are partly due to the care­ 
less orders of the sultan, 
who com­ 
manded the provincial governors not 
to molest the Arm enians w hile 
they 
were quiet, but if they revolted to ex­ 
term inate them. This order has been in­ 
terpreted with much generosity by the 
Turks, while the 
Arm enians 
them ­ 
selves are blamable, to some extent, for 
fomenting disorders. At the present 
moment any naval dem onstration in 
Turkish w aters or undue pressure on 
the Turkish governm ent can only pre­ 
cipitate a crisis from which Turkey’s 
friends can hope to gain nothing and 
her enemies everything.” 
The article concludes by expressing 
the hope th a t the am bassadors will be 
able to place more confidence in his 
m inisters, and th at he can be induced

Prison Doors Forced with Sledges and 
Crowbars in Quick Order—The Vic­ 
tim Identified as the Assailant O' 
Lillie Jones, a] W hite 
W oman— 
Sheriff and Depnties Powerless. 


Frederick, Md., Nov. 18.—James Go­ 
ings , who assaulted Miss Lillie Jones at 
the home of Hamilton Geisbert, near 
this city,. Saturday night, was taken 
from the jail by a mob of 300 men and 
hanged to a tree in at field on the Jef­ 
ferson turnpike, one mile from 
the 
city. 
A report reached tile city that the 
woman 
had died from the cots and 
beating inflicted by the negro, and this 
infuriated the men, who 
had 
been 
gathering in the streets and discussing 
the outrage. A mob was quickly got­ 
ten together aud, unmasked, but armed 
with revolvers, the men marched to the 
jail. They had previously broken into 
a machine shop in the neighborhood of 
the jail and secured sledges, crowbars 
and files. 
They made at once for the 
door on the west wing of the jail and 
began to batter upon IL 
Fully twenty shots were fired from 
the windows above by Sheriff A. H. 
Zimmerman and' his deputies, but the 
mob paid no attention to them and 
went on with their work. The jail bell 
was rung to summon assistance, bat 
none came. 
In twenty minutes the large door 
panels gave way under the heavy blows 
and the mob burst into the corridor. 
They quickly overcame the slight re­ 
sistance the officers on the inside were 
able to offer and found the cell in which 
Goings, cowering and crying, was con­ 
fined. He was led out amid the howls 
of the crowd, the rope placed around 
him and he was hurried down the road 
to his place of doom. He protested his 
innocence as they dragged him along, 
and begged the mob not to kill bim. He 
was promptly recognized by a number 
of men who knew him, and the mob 
did not hesitate in its work. 
Goings’ feet and hands were tied and 
the rope was drawn around his neck. 
A man seized the other end of 
it, 
climbed the tree and threw the cord 
over a limb. 
“Let him go,” 
was shouted, 
and 
quick as a flash he was jerked from his 
feet and hung dangling in the air Biz 
feet from the ground. 
One shot was 
fired into his body, and in a few min­ 
utes he was dead. 
The mob during the process of lynch­ 
ing observed order; none were allowed 
to fire at him except one. 
A member of the mob made a brief 
speech, In which he said that 
they 
were 
there 
with 
the 
unfortunate 
wretch, not in a spirit of malice, but 
to make an example of him, and teach 
his race that they must let the women 
of Frederick county alone. 
The assault for which Goings suf­ 
fered death was a cruel and dastardly 
one. Miss Jones has thirteen cuts and 
stab wounds on her body where 
he 
hacked at her with a knife and razor. 
She says he asked her for something to 
eat, and, when she gave it to him, he 
said: 
“I will give you a 
dollar.” 
She 
screamed and ran fifty feet down the 
garden, where he overtook her, knock­ 
ing her down, and cot her, also crush­ 
ing her nose. 
The field in which the negro was 
lynched is the same spot the negro Big- 
gus was lynched on in November, 1887.

W hite, who 
was now thoroughly aroused, pumped 
cold lead! into them w ithout hesitation, 
bringing down H ibbs with a wound in 
the stomach, from which he-will likely 
not recover, and catching Baird in the 
leg. 
T his intim idated th e others and 
h e made his escape. I t is reported th a t 
a posse h as been organised and is now 
after the m urderer.

an house of representatives.

other states. The Indiana mines never 
were busier, and there is a demand for 
mere miners.

Are Very D ifficult A nim als 
Transport. 
The latest living example of the gi- 
raffe that has so recently been added 
to the society’s collection arrived in 
England during the exceptionally hard 
winter, and, although cooped up in a 
roughly built box, seemed at the end 
of its journey but little worse for it 
and a day after it had been in its 
house fed heartily and seemed perfect­ 
ly well and sound, says Leisure Hours, 
ft is a peculiarly handsome 
marked 
specimen, much darker in color than 
any that have previously been brought 
to this country. All that we have had 
have come from the northern part of 
Africa and are known as Nubian; this 
one comes from the south. 
When it 


I rst came it had on a headstall, with 
rope halter. 
This, it was 
felt, it 
would be wise to take off and we hap­ 
pened to be present the morning it 
was done. On paper it seemed an easy 
thing to do—just take it off; but with 
a frisky and timid creature like the gi­ 
raffe it was hard work for three strong 
men. 
First they had to get a rope 
around the leather headstall, then the 
moment that was done the creature 
pirouetted around and around and 
twisted the rope about its neck and 
egs so that the keepers were in the 
utmost alarm lest in its frantic strug­ 
gles it should seriously damage itself. 
At last they unwound the rope and en­ 
deavored 
to pull the giraffe's high 
head down to such a level that they 
could get at it, but after a time, just 
as victory seemed certain, it suddenly 
slewed away, twisting the cord again 
and again around its neck. 
At last, 
however, they did succeed. One clev­ 
er cut with a sharp 
knife 
and the 
whole headstall fell off and the crea­ 
ture bounded away with flying heels, 
much to the danger of the three men. 
Mr. Windhorn, the Cape farmer who 
caught and brought it over, described 
how he feared it would hardly live, as 
it was so thin and emaciated when he 
got it, but soon it took to feeding and 
got into better condition. 
He had a 
long ride after it and caught it with 
a lasso, which he is an adept at throw­ 
ing. 
It is curious how timid these crea­ 
tures are about certain sounds. Noisy 
sounds, like a man walking by with 
hobnail boots, it does not notice, but 
a lady coming in with hardly 
more 
sound than the mere rustling of her 
dress makes it start, with pricked ears 
and distended 
eyes.

well after the terrible 
explosion 
of 
gunpowder on a barge on the neigh­ 
boring canal, asking the keeper of the 
giraffes of that day 
how 
they had 
taken it, and he said he was surprised 
how very little notice they took at all. 
They jumped to their feet, but almost 
at once lay down again when they 
found that nothing had happened. 
“But,” he added, “if I was at night 
time to creep along that gallery in my 
socks quietly, they would be so scared 
that I believe they would dash them­ 
selves to bits.” They fear the lurking 
foe and a big bang scares them lese, 
than a faint, rustling sound. They arc 
in that viry deerlike.

cute the printing. 
The 
commission 
was occupied for forty years in its great 
task. 
Before the work was completed 
Kank-he died, but he had provided th at 
his successor should see the book com­ 
pleted, and he faithfully carried out 
his trust. 
The book is arranged in six 
divisions, each dealing with a particu­ 
lar branch of knowledge.

Any One May Learn th e Trick 
W ith a 
L ittle Practice. 
The so-called fire-eating magicians 
have long plied their trade in defiance 
lf all explications of chemists and phy­ 
sicians. A clever prestidigitator, Mr. Dc 
Vere, described recently how the trick, 
for such it is, is done. It is very sira- I 
pie of practice, but it necessitates an 
apparatus which must be very carefully 
and neatly constructed. The fire-eaters 
usually give their performance on a 
’aised platform, which hides the source 
of the fire, while it seems only to lift 
the operator a trifle higher from tho 
floor of the scene, and it is ordinarily 
covered with a handsome red carpet. 
It contains in the hollow space beneath 
it bags pf rubber filled with ordinary 
illuminating gas and compressed 
by 
weights. 
The fire-eater has beneath 
the sole of his foot an ingenious appa­ 
ratus ending in a tube, wfiieh fits ex­

into another tube coming up 
through the platform from underneath, 
and forming a tight connection when he 
steps upon it; very fine rubber tubes, 
of the same color as the magician’s 
Iress, which is usually a diabolical scar­ 
let red, run up along his body and 
along the arms to the furthest end of 
the index fingers; another tube runs 
around his neck and up under his chin, 
which is usually covered by a false 
beard, ending at his nether lip. When 
entering upon the stage all the lights 
are usually turned down to heighten 
the effect of the performance; the oper­ 
ator steps upon the platform, makes 
his connection, and after a sign that 
he is ready the gas is turned on from 
beneath. When he feels that it is be­ 
ginning to escape from the tube at the 
end of his finger he lights it by means 
of a little push button, which is con­ 
veniently located near by, and some­ 
times even within his clothes on the 
inside of the cloak. The gas once 
burning he has it entirely under his 
control, to light or turn out any of the 
various 
jets he has 
previously ar­ 
ranged about his body. The jets on the 
fingers are controlled by’ pressure of 
the thumb upon the thin rubber tube; 
the gas jet on his lip is lighted by a 
motion of the hand, and he always 
turns up his face, opens his mouth,
